Possible solutions to city's 
fund crisis eyed by Council

Two firm conclusions were reached 
by members of the Washington C.H 
City Council Monday aftemoon—the 
city has a financial problem, and the 
solution will be unpopular However, 
just which unpopular remedy will be 
adopted was pondered 
From the depths of despair over the 
1976 budget came rumblings of once 
again imposing an income tax on the 
residents of Washington C H 
Council met in special session in the 
city offices. The meeting was opened at 
4 p.m., and Council members im­ 
mediately retired to another office for 
private discussions on the city's sick 


leave policy and a recommendation to 
the Carnegie Public Library board of 
trustees. 


They returned at 4:15 p m. to discuss 
the number one ordei of business, the 
1976 budget deficit. 


City Manager George H. Shapter 
opened the meeting by noting that he 
had investigated two possible sources 
of revenue which Council might wish to 
pursue He said a court decision might 
allow the city to transfer some $50,000 
from the storm sewer improvement 
fund to the general fund, and the 
Fayette County Budget Commission 
might free some property tax money 


which it had previously assigned to 
debt service only. 
The budget commission had man­ 
dated that all $67,590 of the city’s 1.7 
mills in inside millage be designated to 
payment of debt service, or payment of 
city bonds. 
Since the time of the budget com­ 
mission's ruling, Shapter has shown 
that not all of that amount is really 
necessary 
to 
meet 
1976 
bond 
obligations. Although Fayette County 
prosecuting attorney James A. Kiger 
has found no procedure by which 
Council can request a meeting of the 
budget commission to reconsider its 
mandate on the inside millage, Shapter

year ago but that it’s still not good 
enough. He proposed cutting income 
taxes by $10 billion, raising Social

Medicare recipients, encouraging busi­ 
ness expansion by offering new tax 
incentives 
and 
providing 
housing 
assistance for 500.000 families 
A White House data sheet announcing 
the budget total for the 12 months 
beginning next Oct. I says the budget 
will be $43 billion in deficit.

for the current fiscal year is estimated 
at $76 billion. 
Democrats responded with a chorus 
of charges that Ford was putting what 
they called an arbitrary spending 
ceiling ahead of the needs of the unem­ 
ployed in an economy just beginning to 
recover. 
The Democrats also signaled that the 
forthcoming disputes over vetoes and 
the federal budget will bear the seeds 
for future political issues 
in 
this 
election year. 
Ford raised some political themes in 
his address, possibly trying out “ new 
realism’’ as a campaign slogan and 
obliquely criticizing his Republican 
opponent, Ronald Reagan. 
The first veto dispute comes next 
Tuesday when the House will vote 
whether to override Ford’s veto of a 
$45-billion labor-health, education and 
welfare 
appropriation

funding for social programs. They

override, and the outcome is in doubt 
House Majority Leader Thomas P 
O'Neill 
Jr.,

Sen Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., 
said Ford failed “ to come to grips with 
the problem of unemployment and the 
sluggishness of our economy ’’ 
In another major squabble between

“ We must not face a future in which 
we can no longer help our friends, such 
as in Angola, even in limited and 
Snow, ice storms

The Coast Guard has issued a war­ 
ning about Lake Erie ice conditions 
after a helicopter had to be called from 
Detroit to help rescue IO persons from 
an ice floe that started drifting away 
from shore near Port Clinton. 
Freezing rain and snow began an 
advance across the state from the west 
Monday, trailing icy roads, especially 
in the state’s northern western and 
southwestern corners 
Coast Guardsmen said a 
14-foot 
aluminum ice skiff from Marblehead 
helped 
the 
helicopter 
bring 
the 
fishermen safely ashore Monday at 
Catawba. Ninth District Coast Guard 
headquarters in Cleveland said the ice 
fishermen were trapped when a sudden 
wind shift brought gale force breezes 
out of the southwest, and the ice started 
to break up and move offshore 
Residents 
along 
the 
lake 
were 
warned to keep off the ice and to warn 
children of the danger of walking out 
from shore. 
Fifteen-year-old Penny Mossbarger 
of Greenfield was killed Monday, when 
the car she was riding in skidded out of 
control near Washington Court House. 
The Fayette County sheriff’s office said 
she was tossed from the car and then 
crushed by it. 
The skid could have been caused by 
ice, authorities said 
Police in Franklin, near Cincinnati, 
said 13 cars were involved in one ac­ 
cident at Interstate 75 at Ohio 73. Six 
cars skidded off a ramp and the others 
ploughed into them, authorities said 
A police cruiser and a fire depart­ 
ment ambulance were demolished in 
the wreck. 
Cincinnati police logged reports of 
404 accidents on rainslick 
streets 
between 3 p.m. and 8 p.m. 
Latonia Race Track called off racing. 
Its managers said track conditions 
were acceptable but roads were so bad 
they expected no fans.

particularly hard hit by the freezing 
rain.

Ford said his tax-cut and spending- 
ceiling proposal, essentially the one 
Congress refused to vote last year, 
would provide a $10-billion tax reduc­ 
tion in addition to the compromise cut 
in effect until midyear He said it would 
mean $227 a year in additional take- 
home pay for a family of four with 
$15,000 income. 
But Ford also proposed an increase 
in another tax, the payroll levy paid by 
employers and employes to support the 
Social Security system that has been 
running a deficit and dipping into its 
reserves. 
Effective in 1977, the increase would 
raise the maximum tax paid by an 
employe to $1,014. up from $855 this 
year. All but $49 of this proposed hike 
might occur anyway under automatic 
provisions of present law. 
Ford also proposed a revision in the 
Medicare health program for the aged. 
It would cost the over-65 patients more 
for shortterm illnesses, but set a $740-a- 
year ceiling on what they could be 
charged for covered services. The 
limit, he said, would protect them 
against catastrophic costs for serious 
illness. 
While Ford’s message forshadowed 
clashes on a number of issues with the 
Democratic majority in Congress, it 
also staked out some positions that 
would set him apart from Reagan. 
While Reagan has proposed large- 
scale transfers of federal programs to 
the states, Ford came out for tightening 
rather than abolishing federal welfare 
programs. 
Ford 
also called 
for

described as “ long overdue reform of 
the 
scandal-ridden 
food 
stamp 
program.’’ A major change would limit 
benefits to those whose net income is 
below the poverty level, currently 
$5,050 for a family of four. 
He said temporary extensions of 
special unemployment benefits will 
continue in 1976 and that he will ask for 
continued job training funds in 1977. 
He renewed his call for a five-year 
extension of federal revenue-sharing 
with states and localities. 
Ford advanced two plans he said 
would stimulate needed business in­ 
vestment. 
One would provide fast depreciation 
of 
productive 
facilities, 
aimed 
especially at areas of high unem­ 
ployment — which 
under present 
circumstances would cover much of the 
country. 
Another would be designed to en­ 
courage persons of moderate income to 
buy stock in U.S. firms. The purchase 
price for such long-term investments 
could be deducted for tax purposes, 
with the proceeds to be subject to tax 
only if cashed in later. 
To make it easier for heirs to retain 
family farms and businesses, Ford said 
the estate tax on such inheritances 
should be postponed and stretched out.

programs to help lower-income persons 
rent and buy homes through subsidies 
affecting 500,000 dwelling units, at the 
same time helping the lagging housing 
industry.

estimates that as much as $50,000 
might be available at the end of 1976 in 
the debt service account. He noted, 
however, that such action would leave 
a greater debt for 1977, and additional 
monies would be needed to meet the 
city’s obligation at that time 
Council member Ralph L. Cook noted 
that the monies in the storm sewer fund

Council agreed that it should not seek 
court action to transfer these funds 
Council member Eddie Fisher stated 
that it was time Council stopped 
“ Robbing Peter to pay Paul." He noted 
that if bond monies or storm funds were 
transferred, 
the problem of funds 
would be compounded in 1977 when 
money would be needed in those funds 
as well as the general fund. This has 
happened several times in the past and 
has resulted in the grim situation now 
at hand, and it is time Council dealt 
with 
the 
problem 
headon, 
Fisher 
concluded 
Council member Billie Wilson added 
that while the city is current in its 
obligations to bonded indebtedness, it 
has several notes on which no principal 
has been paid for the past two years 
These notes will have to be paid in the 
near future, and Council must prepare 
for that time. Wilson said. 
The city manager stressed that 
Council did not have the authority to 
simply transfer the storm monies even 
if it had desired to do so. It would 
require approval from Common Pleas 
Court, he said. 
The discussion became sluggish as 
all Council members reiterated. “ We 
have a very serious problem.’’ but no 
one offered any concrete means of 
solving it. 
Since Council had not been receptive 
to the expense reduction plan presented 
by the finance committee at the last 
Council 
meeting, 
Mrs. 
Bertha 
McCullough, 
committee 
chairman, 
singled out individual members of the 
legislative 
body 
to 
present 
their 
recommendations. 
Cook said he would vote for no per­ 
sonnel cuts in the various service 
departments. He said the voter’s true 
sentiments on an income tax have 
never really been known, and he felt an 
income tax was the solution. The 
contact he has had with city residents 
this month indicates they prefer an 
income tax to a reduction of services, 
he said. 
Cook suggested hiring a few people 
for a couple weeks to make a house-by- 
house telephone poll of city residents 
asking only “ Would you prefer a 
reduction in services or a one-half per 
cent income tax?” He was confident 
that a tax would be favored, he stated 
Cook 
said 
the 
previous 
election 
(November’s general election) did not 
give an accurate assessment of the 
voters’ feelings. 
One-third 
of the 
voters 
wanted 
property taxes, not an income tax. One- 
third wanted an income tax, but not 
property taxes, and the other one-third 
were opposed to any tax, Cook said. As 
a result, all taxes were defeated. This 
does not mean the citizens are opposed 
to an income tax, he concluded 
Council member John Morris echoed 
similar sentiments. He said the voters 
had made it clear that they did not want 
a one per cent tax, but felt a half per 
cent tax would produce $130,000 to 
$150,000, and be sufficient to get the city 
through the year. Council has never 
really “ sold” an income tax to the 
public, he added 
Both Morris and Cook said the budget 
document 
prepared 
by 
the 
city 
manager should make it abundantly 
clear that more revenue was needed 
while showing where the need exists. 
They said it would be the first time 
voters would see where their money 
was going 
Mrs 
McCullough and Fisher sup­ 
ported their original contention that an 
income tax was not the answer. They 
felt the voters had made it clear they 
wanted no income tax. The only method 
of balancing me budget is to cut ex­ 
penses, they said They added that it 
would be impossible to cut $130,000 
from the general fund expenses with 
making personnel reductions. 
No one wants to cut personnel, Fisher 
added, but "we are responsible, and 
someone has to make a responsible 
decision ” 
Mrs. McCullough suggested saving 
$27,000 by turning off all street lights, 
$3,000 to $5,000 by eliminating the city 
recreation program, and $11,300 by 
contributing no funds to the cemetery

fund for upkeep on the grounds. She did 
not claim to like cutting these funds, 
but said Council had to live within the 
budget the yoters had established 
She and Council member Jam es 
Ward were the only two members who 
began 
to approach 
the details of 
where the budget might be cut Ward 
said although his ideas might be un­ 
popular. it was time someone got to the 
“ nitty-gritty” of the matter. 
“ If Council needs an axe man. I ’ll 
start,” Ward said. He suggested not 
hiring policemen to replace the two 
recent department retirees, combining 
the police and fire departments into one 
unit, getting rid of the building in­ 
spector, and eliminating holiday and 
overtime 
pay 
for 
policemen 
and 
firemen. These are not firmly studied 
recommendations, he stressed, they're 
just 
ideas, 
but 
everyone 
seems 
* afraid” to let their ideas on budget 
cuts be seen, he said. 
Wilson said he felt Council should 
“ cut to suit the pattern" presented by 
voters, but offered no details on where 
the cutting should take place. He felt 
the debt on municipal parking lot No. 2 
should be bonded over 20 to 25 years to 
free some monies there and the city 
manager should continue to his efforts 
to free part of the inside millage for 
general operating money. If the debt on 
the lot is bonded, he said, the budget 
commission might be more inclined to 
allow return of some of the millage. 
Morris then said that he could not see 
the 24 per cent across the board cut 
proposed by the finance committee. If 
cuts are made, priorities should be 
established, he said. Cutting all street 
lights may tend to harbor crime, but 
that is better than not 
having a 
policeman 
(due to department cuts) 
available to respond to a call when a 
criminal has been seen under the 
lights He then turned to the audience 
(which included three firemen) and 
said he definitely would not tell city 
employes that they would just have to 
go without first trying an income tax. 
In order to avoid creating the im­ 
pression that Council was “ ramming” 
the tax on the citizens, he suggested 
passing an ordinance for a half per cent 
tax to become effective in 90 days. That 
way if a petition is circulated to remove 
the tax. it can be done before the first 
penny is collected, Morris said In this 
way, the voters do have a choice in the 
matter He concluded by saying that 
Council had never “ alley fought” to 
convince the taxpayers that an income 
tax was needed. 
Fisher responded to these statements 
by saying he would “ applaud anyone 
who could ‘sell’ an income tax,” and 
he 
did 
not 
want 
personnel 
cuts. 
However, he added, until he had 
“ proof” that the voters wanted it, he 
felt budget cuts were the only solution. 
Fisher then suggested that Council 
authorize the city manager to meet 
with department heads to investigate 
where budgets could be trimmed 
Council chairman Joseph O'Brien 
then summarized the points presented 
thus far in the discussion. He cited 
cutting the cemetery fund, having the 
city manager meet with department 
heads, imposition of a half per cent 
income tax, the opposition to personnel 
cuts and the bonding of the parking lot. 
Wilson noted that since the city had 
lost its requested 2.3 mills in taxes 
which were presented on the November 
ballot and stood to lose two more mills 
at the end of 1976, revenue sharing 
funds for 1977 might be eliminated 
altogether. 
Fisher agreed and made a motion 
that 
Council 
authorize 
the 
city 
manager to investigate possible budget 
cuts and prepae the mechanisms for 
placing 
the previously-defeated 
2.3 
mills in tax levies on the primary ballot 
June 8. After considerable discussion, 
the motion passed by a 6-1 vote with 
Morris opposing it. 
Cook then returned the discussions to 
an income tax and asked Fisher how 
many signatures he would need to see 
on a petition before he would vote for an 
income tax Fisher said he could not set 
a number, but Cook demanded one 
saying that Council can’t ask the 
citizens to circulate petitions for a tax if 
it will be ignored anyway. 
Half jumping out of their seats, 
Fisher and Mrs. McCullough said they 
“ aren’t asking anyone” to get petitions 
Cook. 
obviously 
confident 
that 
petitions would be circulated, again 
asked what number would be required. 
Fisher finally relented that if he saw 
2,000 signatures he would be convinced, 
and 
Mrs. 
McCullough 
reluctantly 
agreed O ’Brien said 1,000 would suf- 
ficcntly convince him. 
Ward said he was inclined to simply 
let the voters petition to place an in­ 
come tax on the ballot themselves if 
they were interested in seeing one 
At 5:30p.m., a motion to adjourn was 
presented, and it was approved by a 6-1 
vote. 
Ward objected saying that Council 
had “ accomplished nothing.” “ If we 
can’t unite, 
.how can we say (to the 
citizens) ‘this is the best road.' ” 
He said when a business has more 
expenses than revenue, it cuts services, 
and indicated that a greater effort 
should be made to outline a plan for 
cutting the budget. 


the next three months, Gould said, the 
reorganization of the nation's railroads 
may be completed without Ohio taking 
part. 
Unless Ohio begins to hustle. Gould 
said, millions of dollars in federal 
subsidies will be lost and the 850 miles 
of lesser-used track will be abandoned, 
possibly by the first of April. Em ­ 
ployers located along those lines have 
said previously that losing the track 
will mean closing their factories 
Gould laid the problem at the feet of 
Gov Jam es A Rhodes and, to a lesser 
extent, the General Assembly and the 
attorney general. 
“ Ohio has never received the kind of 
support from the governor's office, 
even the legislature, that was needed,” 
he said “ Rhodes has never shown any 
appreciation for the problems they 
have.” 
He cited as an example the present 
status of the Ohio Department of 
Transportation 
“ That agency is devoid of any rail 
experience,” Gould said. "Under the 
Rhodes administration, they kicked out 
a lot of guys with rail experience that 
could have done a hell of a job. 
“ Now. they’ve got two guys — nice 
guys, but they’re highway engineers 
with no rail experience And the work 
that was put out was really inferior 
work,” he said. 
He said while Ohio had two highway 
engineers prepare the state rail plan, 
most states had IO to 12 railroad ex­ 
perts working on their plans 
Gould said state rail legislation has 
been enacted with little understanding 
by most legislators of the problems 
involved and the attorney general has 
failed to work with federal rail plan­ 
ners on legal problems. 
As a result, he said, “ It's conceivable 
that Ohio is going to miss out on the 
potential subsidies.” 
The subsidies are included in a bill 
now in a Congressional conference 
committee. The bill is expected to go to 
President Ford this week providing IOO 
per cent federal funding for the track 
marked for abandonment, at least for 
one year. 
The bill is expected to provide 90 per 
cent federal subsidy for the lines in the 
second year, Gould said, and probably 
will provide 70 per cent federal funding 
through the fifth year of the rail 
reorganization plan. 
But unless Ohio can draft an ac­ 
ceptable rail plan quickly. Gould said, 
“ they can’t even use the IOO per cent 
subsidy.”

“ Very few people have a vested in­ 
terest in rails in Ohio,” Gould noted. He 
said the small businessman will be af­ 
fected by the rail problems, not big 
business, and that appears to be a 
major part of the problem. 
Rail problems in Ohio have been 
spoken about for almost a year, but 
have drawn little attention except from 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo 
Wilkowski pushed through legislation 
creating an Ohio Rail Transportation 
Authority to deal with the problem and 
drafted a constitutional amendment 
which would allow Ohio to participate 
in the federal subsidy program. 
But the amendment was defeated at 
the polls last November, and members 
of the rail authority were not appointed 
until about the first of this year. 
As a result, Gould said, Ohio lags 
badly.

reorganization of seven bankrupt rail 
lines in the Northeast and Midwest. 
Under federal 
law, 
the lines will

private railroad named the Consoli­ 
dated Rail Corp., or ConRail.

law which created ConRail 
specified it has to aim at making a 
profit, and its sytem plan calls for 
dropping rail sections which are not 
paying their way That includes the 850 
miles in Ohio.

lines. Congress promised a subsidy 
program which would allow the state to 
pick up part of the loss, with the federal 
government picking up the rest. 
It is that subsidy program which now 
is undergoing final touchups in the 
congressional conference committee.

Solons hear pet peeves 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s 
law m akers 
converge 
on 
Columbus 
every January with a new list of their 
constituents’ pet peeves, usually arm ed 
with bills to m ake the necessary cor­ 
rections . 
This year was no exception, as 
senators and representatives flooded 
legislative 
hoppers 
with 
proposals 
affecting everything from barking dogs 
to glue sniffers and drunk drivers. 
The num ber that m ake it through the 
legislative process is another m atter, 
but in an election y ear—with all 99 
House m em bers’ and 16 of 33 senators’ 
seats up for grabs—who can say? 
Rep. William G. Batchelder, R-93 
Medina, brought in a bill making it a 
minor m isdem eanor to harbor "any 
dog which m akes unreasonably loud or 
excessive noise other than when in­ 
dicating the presence of a trespasser 
....’’Owners unable to prove their dog s 
proper motivation could end up paying 
a $100 fine. 
At 
least 
one 
m em ber 
of 
the 
legislature, which has been tough on 
drunk drivers in recent years, wants to 
ease up a bit in one area. Sen. Donald J. 
Pease, D-13 Oberlin, suggests letting 
Ohioans whose licenses have been 
suspended for drunk driving use their 
vehicles to com m ute to their jobs. 
In a related area, Sen. Neil F 


Zim mers Jr., D-5 Dayton, believes too 
many m otorists are on the highways 
without being able to see clearly. His 
new bill would require vision tests as a 
prerequisite 
to 
getting 
a 
license 
renewed 
Sen 
Charles L. Butts, D-23 D-23 
Cleveland, offered what sounds like a 
new wrinkle to com bat glue sniffing, 
especially among school pupils where 
the problem has been most prevalent. 
He would require m anufacturers to put 
into model airplane glue and sim ilar 
products an additive to m ake sniffers 
ill. 
Other m easures would require pawn 
brokers to photograph custom ers to 
help trace stolen m erchandise and 
require a state license for m arriage 
counselling.

Always tough on their home court, the Golden Eagles 
handed Circleville its first league and regular season loss 
in two years last Tuesday night tightening the SCOL cage 
race.

Hospital board of trustees met Monday 
to receive the annual statistical report 
on the hospital operation and the ac­ 
tivities of the hospital auxiliary 
The board also appropriated funds 
for the purchase of equipment, con­ 
sidered 
renewal 
of 
medial 
staff 
privileges, and authorized the hospital 
administrator to advertise for bids for 
kitchen and laundry equipment. 
In general, the statistical report 
presented by hospital administrator 
Robert 
L 
Kunz showed 
that 
the 
number of patients admitted during 
1975 dropped from 1974, but the related 
services (xrays, laboratory test, and 
others) workload greatly increased 
This was dqe largely to an increase in 
the 
number 
of 
emergency 
room 
treatments 
The hospital auxiliary reported that 
it had 116 active staff volunteers, three 
life 
members, 
and 
27 
associate 
members 
They 
contributed 
12,343 
working hours to the hospital operation 
during 
the year. 
In addition, 
the 
auxiliary purchased equipment for the 
hospital valued at $4,151. 
Kunz said the areas in which the 
volunteer work is concentrated were 
the information booth, the gift shop, 
providing 
television 
service, 
the 
emergency room, x ray department, 
maternity 
ward, 
laboratory 
and 
business office He and members of the 
board of trustees commended the 
auxiliary on their outstanding con­ 
tribution to the hospital 
Bids 
w ill 
be 
advertised 
for 
replacement of 75 per cent of a1) kit­ 
chen equipment in the hospital. Kunz 
noted that the equipment is more than 
26 years old and is badly in need of 
replacement. The cost is estimated at 
$17,000. 
He w ill also advertise for bids on 
three washing machine units. The 
estimated cost for these is also $17,000, 
and the new units would replace one 
large and one small machine currently 
being used. 
All applications for renewal of staff 
privileges were approved by the board 
Kunz said there are a total of 49 staff 
members. 
The board also approved equipment 
purchases in the amount of $4,408. 
These include purchase of two medical 


carts at a cost of $8,500 each, and ex­ 
penses for repairs on the boilers which 
total $1,600 
The statistical report for 1975 was 
also compared to 1974 records In the 
recap given below, each figure is 
followed by the percentage increase or 
decline over the 1974 figure in the same 
category. 
Kunz said there was a total of 3,950 
admissions which was seven per cent 
lower than in 1974. This resulted in 
24,794 in-patient days (-2 per cent). The 
average number of persons in the 
hospital each day was 66.92 (-2 per 
cent). 
The percentage of occupancy for the 
entire hospital was 79.38 (no change), 
and the percentage of occupancy in the 
medical and surgical division was 88.62

The premise of CBS’ “ Popi” series 
isn t too novel. Ifs about a Puerto 
Rican widower with two young sons. It 
replaces “ Joe and Sons,” which con­ 
cerned an Italian-American widower 
with two young sons. 
Tonight’s opener has a hohum yarn 
about a runaway Great Dane and the 
boys’ adoption of same. Still, the show 
has a nice, natural feel to it and doesn’t 
depend on mugging or shouting for its 
laughs. 
The acting of Hector Elizondo, cast 
as Popi. is particularly good. And 
wonder of wonders, the show doesn’t 
stick to the usual apartment setting of 
sitcoms It even goes on location in New 
York for some scenes. 
With better scripts, “ Popi” could 
prove the surprise hit of the mid­ 
season.

Let’s assume you’re in six 
notrump and West leads a 
heart. There seems to be very 
little play to the hand, so you 
win the heart with the ace and 
play a low spade to the jack. 
East takes the king 
and 
returns a heart to the queen. 
When you play a low spade to 
the queen. West shows out and 
you discover that the hand is not 
quite as simple as you thought. 
You have eleven sure tricks 
and your best chance for a 


twelfth is to guess the two-way 
diamond finesse. If you’re a 
good guesser you make the 
slam, but you shouldn’t really 
find yourself in this pickle. With 
proper play at the start, you can 
guarantee the slam against any 
and all distributions. 
The correct approach is to 
lead a low spade to the ace at 
trick two, deliberately shunning 
the finesse. You then lead a low 
spade 
from 
dummy 
and, 
regardless of how the spades 
are divided, you now have 
twelve sure tricks. 
Let’s look at the actual case 
first. East can’t afford to rise 
with the king, as that would 
hand you four spade tricks and 
the slam, so you win the spade 
with the queen. 
Even though West shows out 
you are still in fine shape. All 
you have to do to insure the 
slam is play a low diamond to 
the ace and finesse the jack on 
the way back. Win or lose, you 
have twelve ironclad tricks. 
Had West held the K-10-8-6 of 
spades, your task would have 
been that much simpler. East 
would fail on the second spade 
lead and you would easily score 
four spade tricks. The question 
of a diamond finesse would 
never enter the picture at all. 
You would have tricks to bum.

I have fibroid tumors of my 
uterus. I am 42 and in good 
health. Even though surgery 
has not been considered in my 
case, I’m taking a long-range 
view and wonder if an operation 
is inevitable. If so, does the 
entire uterus 
have to be 
removed? 
Mrs. T.A., Neb. 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
I admire your stoic attitude 
and am particularly impressed 
by your mature approach to the 
problem. 
You seem to be free of the 
fears that beset many patients 
with fibroids. 
Fibroids are non-cancerous 
(benign) tumors of the womb. 
They occur in about 25 per cent 
of women. They vary in size and 
number. They also vary in the 
location in the uterus. Some lie 
on the inner surface; others, on 
the outer coat of the uterus. 
Most of them lie deep within the 
muscle of the uterus itself. 
By repeated exam ination, 
doctors can note the change in 
size of fibroids. These changes, 
in addition to symptoms of pain 
and 
prolonged 
m enstrual 
periods, determine the treat­ 
ment in each case. 
The extent of surgery is 
decided on at the time of 
operation. 
Som etim es, 
the 
entire uterus and the ovaries 
are removed. 
It is possible, in some in­ 
stances, to “shell out” a fibroid 
from the uterus, leaving the 


uterus itself intact. This is 
known as “myomectomy” in 
c o n t r a d i s t i n c t i o n 
t o 
“hysterectomy,” or the total 
removal of the uterus. 
Surgery is not the inevitable 
answer to all fibroids. In many 
instances, the fibroids spon­ 
taneously grow smaller and, in 
the absence of any symptoms, 
no surgery is performed.

Possible solutions to city's 
fund crisis eyed by Council 


By G EO RGE M ALEK 
Two firm conclusions were reached 
by members of the Washington C.H. 
City Council Monday afternoon—the 
city has a financial problem, and the 
solution will be unpopular However, 
just which unpopular remedy will be 
adopted was pondered 
From the depths of despair over the 
1976 budget came rumblings of once 
again imposing an income tax on the 
residents of Washington C H. 
Council met in special session in the 
city offices. The meeting was opened at 
4 p.m., and Council members im­ 
mediately retired to another office for 
private discussions on the city’s sick 


leave policy and a recommendation to 
the Carnegie Public Library board of 
trustees. 


They returned at 4:15p.m. to discuss 
the number one order of business, the 
1976 budget deficit. 


City Manager George H. Shapter 
opened the meeting by noting that he 
had investigated two possible sources 
of revenue which Council might wish to 
pursue. He said a court decision might 
allow the city to transfer some $50,000 
from the storm sewer improvement 
fund to the general fund, and the 
Fayette County Budget Commission 
might free some property tax money 


which it had previously assigned to 
debt service only. 
The budget commission had man­ 
dated that all $67,590 of the city’s 1.7 
mills in inside millage be designated to 
payment of debt service, or payment of 
city bonds. 
Since the time of the budget com­ 
mission’s ruling, Shapter has shown 
that not all of that amount is really 
necessary 
to 
meet

obligations. Although Fayette County 
prosecuting attorney James A. Kiger 
has found no procedure by which 
Council can request a meeting of the 
budget commission to reconsider its 
mandate on the inside millage, Shapter

for the current fiscal year is estimated 
at $76 billion. 
Democrats responded with a chorus 
of charges that Ford was putting what 
they called an arbitrary spending 
ceiling ahead of the needs of the unem­ 
ployed in an economy just beginning to 
recover. 
The Democrats also signaled that the 
forthcoming disputes over vetoes and 
the federal budget will bear the seeds 
for future political issues in this 
election year. 
Ford raised some political themes in 
his address, possibly trying out “ new 
realism’’ as a campaign slogan and 
obliquely criticizing his Republican 
opponent, Ronald Reagan.

Catawba. Ninth District Coast Guard 
headquarters in Cleveland said the ice 
fishermen were trapped when a sudden 
wind shift brought gale force breezes 
out of the southwest, and the ice started 
to break up and move offshore 
Residents 
along 
the 
lake 
were 
warned to keep off the ice and to warn 
children of the danger of walking out 
from shore. 
Fifteen-year-old Penny Mossbarger 
of Greenfield was killed Monday, when 
the car she was riding in skidded out of 
control near Washington Court House 
The Fayette County sheriff’s office said 
she was tossed from the car and then 
crushed by it 
The skid could have been caused by 
ice, authorities said. 
Police in Franklin, near Cincinnati, 
said 13 cars were involved in one ac­ 
cident at Interstate 75 at Ohio 73. Six 
cars skidded off a ramp and the others 
ploughed into them, authorities said. 
A police cruiser and a fire depart­ 
ment ambulance were demolished in 
the wreck. 
Cincinnati police logged reports of 
404 accidents on rainslick streets 
between 3 p.m. and 8 p.m. 
Latonia Race Track called off racing. 
Its managers said track conditions 
were acceptable but roads were so bad 
they expected no fans.

Effective in 1977, the increase would 
raise the maximum tax paid by an 
employe to $1,014, up from $855 this 
year. All but $49 of this proposed hike 
might occur anyway under automatic 
provisions of present law. 
Ford also proposed a revision in the 
Medicare health program for the aged. 
It would cost the over-65 patients more 
for shortterm illnesses, but set a $740-a- 
year ceiling on what they could be 
charged for covered services. The 
limit, he said, would protect them 
against catastrophic costs for serious 
illness. 
While Ford’s message forshadowed 
clashes on a number of issues with the 
Democratic majority in Congress, it 
also staked out some positions that 
would set him apart from Reagan.

is continuing to pursue the matter. He 
estimates that as much as $50,000 
might be available at the end of 1976 in 
the debt service account.

He noted 
that if bond monies or storm funds were 
transferred, the problem of funds 
would be compounded in 1977 when 
money would be needed in those funds 
as well as the general fund. This has 
happened several times in the past and 
has resulted in the grim situation now 
at hand, and it is time Council dealt 
with 
the problem 
headon. 
Fisher 
concluded. 
Council member Billie Wilson added 
that while the city is current in its 
obligations to bonded indebtedness, it 
has several notes on which no principal 
has been paid for the past two years 
These notes will have to be paid in the 
near future, and Council must prepare 
for that time. Wilson said. 
The city manager stressed that 
Council did not have the authority to 
simply transfer the storm monies even 
if it had desired to do so. It would 
require approval from Common Pleas 
Court, he said. 
The discussion became sluggish as 
all Council members reiterated, “ We 
have a very serious problem,” but no 
one offered any concrete means of 
solving it. 
Since Council had not been receptive 
to the expense reduction plan presented 
by the finance committee at the last 
Council 
meeting, 
Mrs. 
Bertha 
McCullough, 
committee 
chairman, 
singled out individual members of the 
legislative 
body 
to 
present 
their 
recom mendations. 
Cook said he would vote for no per­ 
sonnel cuts in the various service 
departments. He said the voter’s true 
sentiments on an income tax have 
never really been known, and he felt an 
income tax was the solution. The 
contact he has had with city residents 
this month indicates they prefer an 
income tax to a reduction of services, 
he said. 
Cook suggested hiring a few people 
for a couple weeks to make a house-by- 
house telephone poll of city residents 
asking only “ Would you prefer a 
reduction in services or a one-half per 
cent income tax?” He was confident 
that a tax would be favored, he stated 
Cook 
said 
the 
previous 
election 
(November’s general election) did not 
give an accurate assessment of the 
voters’ feelings. 
One-third 
of the 
voters 
wanted 
property taxes, not an income tax. One- 
third wanted an income tax, but not 
property taxes, and the other one-third 
were opposed to any tax, Cook said. As 
a result, all taxes were defeated. This 
does not mean the citizens are opposed 
to an income tax, he concluded 
Council member John Morris echoed 
similar sentiments. He said the voters 
had made it clear that they did not want 
a one per cent tax, but felt a half per 
cent tax would produce $130,000 to 
$150,000, and be sufficient to get the city 
through the year. Council has never 
really “ sold” an income tax to the 
public, he added. 
Both Morris and Cook said the budget 
document 
prepared 
by 
the 
city 
manager should make it abundantly 
clear that more revenue was needed 
while showing where the need exists. 
They said it would be the first time 
voters would see where their money 
was going. 
Mrs 
McCullough and Fisher sup­ 
ported their original contention that an 
income tax was not the answer. They 
felt the voters had made it clear they 
wanted no income tax. The only method 
of balancing the budget is to cut ex­ 
penses, they said. They added that it 
would be impossible to cut $130,000 
from the general fund expenses with 
making personnel reductions 
No one wants to cut personnel. Fisher 
added, but “ we are responsible, and 
someone has to make a responsible 
decision.” 
Mrs. McCullough suggested saving 
$27,000 by turning off all street lights. 
$3,000 to $5,000 by eliminating the city 
recreation program, and $11,300 by 
contributing no funds to the cemetery

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s 
rail 
transportation 
plan 
has 
been 
rejected by the federal governm ent, 
apparently barring the state from any 
federal funding for rail lines now on the 
brink of abandonment, a federal of­ 
ficial says. 
Judd Gould. Ohio contact officer for 
the federal 
Rail Services Planning 
Office in Washington, said state of­ 
ficials 
probably 
will 
learn 
of 
the 
rejection today. 
Gould said the rejection represents 
the 
latest 
failure 
by 
Ohio’s 
state 
governm ent to cope with the changing 
rail system . 
Unless state officials realize they 
stand to lose 850 m iles of rail line within 
City Council 
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fund for upkeep on the grounds. She did 
not claim to like cutting these funds, 
but said Council had to live within the 
budget the yoters had established. 
She and Council m em ber Jam es 
Ward were the only two m em bers who 
began 
to 
approach 
the 
details 
of 
where the budget might be cut. Ward 
said although his ideas might be un­ 
popular, it w as tim e som eone got to the 
“nitty-gritty” of the matter. 
“ If Council needs an axe man. I’ll 
start,” Ward said. He suggested not 
hiring policem en to replace the two 
recent departm ent retirees, com bining 
the police and fire departm ents into one 
unit, getting rid of the building in­ 
spector, and elim inating holiday and 
overtim e 
pay 
for 
policem en 
and 
firem en. These are not firm ly studied 
recom m endations, he stressed, they’re 
just 
ideas, 
but 
everyone 
seem s 
“afraid” to let their ideas on budget 
cuts be seen, he said. 
Wilson said he felt Council should 
“cut to suit the pattern” presented by 
voters, but offered no details on where 
the cutting should take place. He felt 
the debt on municipal parking lot No. 2 
should be bonded over 20 to 25 years to 
free som e m onies there and the city 
m anager should continue to his efforts 
to free part of the inside m illage for 
general operating money. If the debt on 
the lot is bonded, he said, the budget 
com m ission m ight be more inclined to 
allow return of som e of the m illage. 
Morris then said that he could not see 
the 24 per cent across the board cut 
proposed by the finance com m ittee. If 
cuts are m ade, priorities should be 
established, he said. Cutting all street 
lights m ay tend to harbor crim e, but 
that 
is 
better 
than 
not 
having 
a 
policem an 
(due to department cuts) 
available to respond to a call when a 
crim inal has been seen under the 
lights. He then turned to the audience 
(which included three firemen) and 
said he definitely would not tell city 
em ployes that they would just have to 
go without first trying an income tax. 
In order to avoid creating the im ­ 
pression that Council was “ram m ing” 
the tax on the citizens, he suggested 
passing an ordinance for a half per cent 
tax to becom e effective in 90 days. That 
way if a petition is circulated to rem ove 
the tax. it can be done before the first 
penny is collected, Morris said. In this 
way, the voters do have a choice in the 
m atter. He concluded by saying that 
Council had never “alley fought” to 
convince the taxpayers that an incom e 
tax w as needed. 
Fisher responded to these statem ents 
by saying he would “applaud anyone 
who could ‘se ll’ an incom e tax,” and 
he 
did 
not 
want 
personnel 
cuts. 
However, 
he 
added, 
until 
he 
had 
“proof” that the voters wanted it, he 
felt budget cu ts were the only solution. 
Fisher then suggested that Council 
authorize the city m anager to m eet 
with departm ent heads to investigate 
where budgets could be trimmed. 
Council chairm an Joseph O’Brien 
then sum m arized the points presented 
thus far in the discussion. He cited 
cutting the cem etery fund, having the 
city m anager m eet with department 
heads, imposition of a half per cent 
income tax, the opposition to personnel 
cuts and the bonding of the parking lot. 
Wilson noted that since the city had 
lost its requested 2.3 m ills in taxes 
which were presented on the Novem ber 
ballot and stood to lose two more m ills 
at the end of 1976, revenue sharing 
funds for 1977 might be elim inated 
altogether. 
Fisher agreed and m ade a motion 
that

After considerable discussion, 
the motion passed by a 6-1 vote with 
Morris opposing it. 
Cook then returned the discussions to 
an incom e tax and asked Fisher how 
many signatures he would need to see 
on a petition before he would vote for an 
income tax Fisher said he could not set 
a number, but Cook demanded one 
saying that 
Council can’t ask 
the 
citizens to circulate petitions fora tax if 
it will be ignored anyway. 
Half jum ping out of their seats, 
Fisher and Mrs. McCullough said they 
“aren ’t asking anyone” to get petitions 
Cook, 
obviously 
confident 
that 
petitions would be circulated, again 
asked what number would be required. 
Fisher finally relented that if he saw 
2,000 signatures he would be convinced, 
and 
Mrs 
McCullough 
reluctantly 
agreed. O’Brien said 1,000 would suf- 
ficently convince him. 
Ward said he was inclined to sim ply 
let the voters petition to place an in­ 
com e tax on the ballot them selves if 
they were interested in seeing one 
At 5:30p.m ., a motion to adjourn was 
presented, and it was approved by a 6-1 
vote. 
Ward objected saying that Council 
had “accom plished nothing.” “ If we 
can’t unite 
how can we say (to the 
citizens) ‘this is the best road.’ ” 
He said when a business has m ore 
expenses than revenue, it cuts services, 
and indicated that a greater effort 
should be m ade to outline a plan for 
cutting the budget. 


the next three m onths, Gould said, the 
reorganization of the nation’s railroads 
m ay be com pleted without Ohio taking 
part. 
Unless Ohio begins to hustle, Gould 
said, millions of dollars in federal 
subsidies will be lost and the 850 m iles 
of lesser-used track will be abandoned, 
possibly by the first of April. E m ­ 
ployers located along those lines have 
said previously that losing the track 
will mean closing their factories. 
Gould laid the problem at the feet of 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes and, to a lesser 
extent, the General Assem bly and the 
attorney general. 
“Ohio has never received the kind of 
support from the governor’s office, 
even the legislature, that was needed,” 
he said. “Rhodes has never shown any 
appreciation for the problems they 
h ave.” 
He cited as an exam ple the present 
status of the Ohio 
Department of 
Transportation. 
“That agency is devoid of any rail 
experience,” Gould said. “Under the 
Rhodes adm inistration, they kicked out 
a lot of guys with rail experience that 
could have done a hell of a job. 
“ Now, they’ve got two guys — nice 
guys, but they’re highway engineers 
with no rail experience. And the work 
that was put out w as really inferior 
work," he said. 
He said while Ohio had two highway 
engineers prepare the state rail plan, 
m ost states had IO to 12 railroad e x ­ 
perts working on their plans. 
Gould said state rail legislation has 
been enacted with little understanding 
by most legislators of the problem s 
involved and the attorney general has 
failed to work with federal rail plan­ 
ners on legal problems. 
As a result, he said, “ It s conceivable 
that Ohio is going to m iss out on the 
potential subsidies.” 
The subsidies are included in a bill 
now in a Congressional conference 
com m ittee. The bill is expected to go to 
President Ford this week providing IOO 
per cent federal funding for the track 
m arked for abandonment, at least for 
one year. 
The bill is expected to provide 90 per 
cent federal subsidy for the lines in the 
second year, Gould said, and probably 
will provide 70 per cent federal funding 
through the fifth year of the rail 
reorganization plan. 
But unless Ohio can draft an a c ­ 
ceptable rail plan quickly, Gould said, 
“they can’t even use the IOO per cent 
subsidy.”

And it is in the 
Yucatan that one can get a quick idea 
about what happens to a civilization 
that cares only about itself and thinks 
the world ends at its borders. 
The Mayan warriors atop their 
temple could hardly have forseen this 
new civilization nor could they have 
been prepared for the decline and fall 
of what must have seemed a solid, if 
highly rigid, way of life. 
They were too much interested in 
themselves to see the world moving 
fast towards them. And, in the end, 
luxury hotels replace the glories of past 
ages, professors seek to decode the 
Mayan tongue, and an ancient and 
great civilization is remembered for its 
ruins. 
So it could be with us. The world is 
moving fast but we decide to ignore it 
while we go through our quadrennial 
exercise of choosing a leader. One 
wonders.

Hospital board of trustees met Monday 
to receive the annual statistical report 
on the hospital operation and the a c­ 
tivities of the hospital auxiliary. 
The board also appropriated funds 
for the purchase of equipment, con­ 
sidered 
renewal

privileges, and authorized the hospital 
adm inistrator to advertise for bids for 
kitchen and laundry equipment. 
In general, the statistical 
report 
presented by hospital adm inistrator 
Robert 
L. 
Kunz 
showed 
that 
the 
number of patients adm itted during 
1975 dropped from 1974, but the related 
services (x-rays, laboratory test, and 
others) workload greatly increased 
This was due largely to an increase in 
the 
number 
of 
em ergency 
room 
treatm ents. 
The hospital auxiliary reported that 
it had 116 active staff volunteers, three 
life 
m em bers, 
and 
27 
associate 
m em bers. 
They 
contributed 
12,343 
working hours to the hospital operation 
during 
the 
year. 
In 
addition, 
the 
auxiliary purchased equipment for the 
hospital valued at $4,151. 
Kunz said the areas in which the 
volunteer work is concentrated were

The 125th anniversary of the 
first use of postage stamps in 
the American Indian Nations 
will be the central theme of the 
annual O KPEX exhibition held 
by the Oklahoma City Stamp 
Club ( May 31 and June 1). 
The Choctaw Nation, one of 
the largest of the Indian Na­ 
tions, holds the distinction of 
being the first to use U.S. post­ 
age stamps. The first actual 
use was at Doaksville, Choctaw 
Nation, in June 1850. Later the 
Indian Nations were grouped 
together to form the Indian 
Territory. In 1907 the Indian 
Territory was combined with 
the Oklahoma Territory to form 
the State of Oklahoma. 
More information regarding 
O KPEX, as well as the engrav­ 
ed souvenir card and other 
philatelic material to be issued, 
can be obtained by writing:

Bridge Is Not a Guessing Game

Let’s assume you’re in six 
notrump and West leads a 
heart. There seems to be very 
little play to the hand, so you 
win the heart with the ace and 
play a low spade to the jack. 
East takes the king and 
returns a heart to the queen. 
When you play a low spade to 
the queen, West shows out and 
you discover that the hand is not 
quite as simple as you thought. 
You have eleven sure tricks 
and your best chance for a 


twelfth is to guess the two-way 
diamond finesse. If you’re a 
good guesser you make the 
slam, but you shouldn’t really 
find yourself in this pickle. With 
proper play at the start, you can 
guarantee the slam against any 
and all distributions. 
The correct approach is to 
lead a low spade to the ace at 
trick two, deliberately shunning 
the finesse. You then lead a low 
spade 
from 
dummy 
and, 
regardless of how the spades 
are divided, you now have 
twelve sure tricks. 
Let’s look at the actual case 
first. East can’t afford to rise 
with the king, as that would 
hand you four spade tricks and 
the slam, so you win the spade 
with the queen. 
Even though West shows out 
you are still in fine shape. All 
you have to do to insure the 
slam is play a low diamond to 
the ace and finesse the jack on 
the way back. Win or lose, you 
have twelve ironclad tricks. 
Had West held the K-1&-8-6 of 
spades, your task would have 
been that much simpler. East 
would fail on the second spade 
lead and you would easily score 
four spade tricks. The question 
of a diamond finesse would 
never enter the picture at all. 
You would have tricks to burn.

Fibroid Tumors: Non-Cancerous 


I have fibroid tumors of my 
uterus. I am 42 and in good 
health. Even though surgery 
has not been considered in my 
case, I’m taking a long-range 
view and wonder if an operation 
is inevitable. If so, does the 
entire uterus have to be 
removed? 
Mrs. T.A., Neb. 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
I admire your stoic attitude 
and am particularly impressed 
by your mature approach to the 
problem. 
You seem to be free of the 
fears that beset many patients 
with fibroids. 
Fibroids are non-cancerous 
(benign) tumors of the womb. 
They occur in about 25 per cent 
of women. They vary in size and 
number. They also vary in the 
location in the uterus. Some lie 
on the inner surface; others, on 
the outer coat of the uterus. 
Most of them lie deep within the 
muscle of the uterus itself. 
By repeated examination, 
doctors can note the change in 
size of fibroids. These changes, 
in addition to symptoms of pain 
and 
prolonged 
menstrual 
periods, determine the treat­ 
ment in each case. 
The extent of surgery is 
decided on at the time of 
operation. Sometimes, 
the 
entire uterus and the ovaries 
are removed. 
It is possible, in some in­ 
stances, to “shell out” a fibroid 
from the uterus, leaving the 


uterus itself intact. This is 
known as “myomectomy” in 
c o n t r a d i s t i n c t i o n 
to 
“hysterectomy,” or the total 
removal of the uterus. 
Surgery is not the inevitable 
answer to all fibroids. In many 
instances, the fibroids spon­ 
taneously grow smaller and, in 
the absence of any symptoms, 
no surgery is performed.

Have doctors abandoned the 
old grandmothers’ method of 
stopping nail biting?

Grandmothers’ 
remedies 
may have served the superficial 
purpose, but they certainly did 
not get to the root of the 
problem. For nail biting in 
children, or adults, is evidence 
of some inner tension and 
nervousness. 
Unless the cause is learned 
and eliminated, even if the nail 
biting does stop, other symp­ 
toms of emotional tension will 
arise. 
The application of un­ 
pleasant oils is a form of 
punishment. Punishment is 
contrary to the present concepts 
of treating nail biting.
